Harrison S. Robinson is chairman of the central committee, and Mrs. Fenwick 
Smith, secretary-treasurer. Miss Edith Stebbins, a Mills graduate and a former 
student at the Harvard School of Drama, is directing the youthful players with 
the assistance of Miss Virginia Davis and Mrs. Palmer Field. Children from 
Neighborhood House, Telegraph Hill, San Francisco, will present the January 
production. Dates for the plays are January 12, February 16, April 13, and 
May 11. 

Art Gallery Notes 

The exhibition on display in the main hall of the Art Gallery during January 
includes some forty paintings selected from various galleries by the Western 
Association of Art Museum Directors. There are examples of work from Los 
Angeles, San Diego, Seattle, Portland, Omaha, and New Mexico, as well as 
from the San Francisco Bay region.
